AFGHAN WAR’S DEATH TOLL REACHES IRAQ-LIKE LEVELS

KABUL, Afghanistan July is shaping up as 
the deadliest month of the Afghan war 
for U.S.-led international forces, with the 
number killed already matching the highest 
full-month toll of the nearly eight-year con- 
flict, according to figures compiled by The 
Associated Press. 

As ofWednesday at least 46 international 
troops, including 24 Americans, had been 
killed in Afghanistan this month, according 
to statements by the U.S. military and the 
NATO command. That matches the tolls 
for the two previous deadliest months— 
June and August of 2008. 

The rate of deaths in July— about three 
a day— is approaching some of the highest 
levels of the Iraq war. 

The latest reported deaths occurred 
Tuesday They include an American soldier

who was killed by a roadside bomb in east-

In Washington, Pentagon spokesman 
Geoff Morrell acknowledged that the U.S. has 
lost troops “at an alarming rate this month.” 

U.S. commanders have been expecting high- 
er casualties since President Obama ordered 
21,000 additional U.S. troops to Afghanistan 
this year to curb a resurgent Taliban that 
threatens not only the U.S.-backed Kabul 
government but also Afghanistan’s nuclear- 
armed neighbor, Pakistan. 


There are about 57,000 U.S. troops cur- 
rently in Afghanistan, and the number is 
expected to rise to at least 68,000 by the end 
of 2009. 

Obama’s decision has effectively shifted 
the focus on the global war against Islamic 
extremism from Iraq, where the U.S. still 
maintains about 130,000 troops. Only two 
U.S. service members have died in Iraq this 
month— both from non-hostile causes, 
according to the Pentagon. 

With the increase in troops heading for 
Afghanistan, the U.S. has stepped up the 
tempo of combat operations. About 4,000 
U.S. Marines this month launched their big- 
gest offensive since 2001 to break the Taliban 
stranglehold on the southern province of 
Helmand, the center of the country’s opium 
poppy cultivation and a major insurgent 
smuggling route from Pakistan.

Obama keeps 
focus on 
health care

Praising and prodding Congress at once. President 
Obama on Wednesday said a vast reform of the 
nation’s health insurance system is required to 
head off instability to families, industry and the 
government itself 

It marked the third straight day the president has 
kept up a full-court press on health care. Obama 
outlined the troubles with the U.S. approach to 
health care coverage, with an emphasis on the 
cost to consumers. He spoke of soaring premiums, 
deductibles and out-of-pocket costs and promised 
with reform, “Tbu’ll save money” He is pushing 
for landmark bills to get through the House and 
Senate before Congress’ August recess. 

In the Senate, the health committee’s 13-10 
party line vote advanced a $600 billion measure 
that would require individuals to get health insur- 
ance and employers to contribute to the cost. 
Democratic leaders are driving for floor votes in 
the House and Senate before the break. 

Ranking Republican Sen. Mike Enzi ofVCyoming 
argued the bill would break Obama’s promises by 
adding to the deficit.

PORCH 

SAFE? 

CHICAGO LAGGING BEHIND 
IN ITS INSPECTIONS OF DECKS

Like thousands of porches in Chicago, the rickety landing where Atit 
Mansuria and Carolina Landeros were chatting hadn’t been inspected 
for years— in this case, since it was built in the mid-1980s. 

Its railing suddenly broke open like a gate, sending them tumbling 20 
feet to the concrete alley below Landeros, 20, fractured her neck, but is 
now recovering. Mansuria, 27, suffered severe head injuries and remains 
hospitalized. 

The accident in May appears on a list of about 700 complaints phoned 
into the city’s 311 system this year in what serves as the Department of 
Buildings’ best gauge of the potential hazards lurking beneath porch bar- 
becues and apartment deck parties this summer. 

Six years after a catastrophic porch collapse in Lincoln Park killed 13 
people and forced a Chicago-wide crackdown on dangerous porches, the 
city has returned to a more passive vigilance of the hazards. While city 
officials say their hard work has reduced the potential threats, a short- 
age of inspection manpower and a continuing stream of newly reported 
cases mean that bad porches often are discovered only haphazardly— and 
sometimes too late. 

In the wake of the Lincoln Park tragedy, the city identified about 500 
bad porches in a city wide sweep and set up a special task force of porch 
inspectors. But that unit was disbanded in 2006 after most of the ini- 
tial hazards were fixed, building department spokesman Bill McCaffrey 
said. 

Ten of those cases still are bogged down in legal proceedings, a mix- 
ture of abandoned properties, single-family homes and small apartment 
buildings with negligent landlords, according to a city review prompted 
by a Tribune Freedom of Information Act request. 

The city has a team of 43 “conservation” inspectors who received train- 
ing in porch inspections since the task force was disbanded. But they 
combine checks on rodent infestations, structural damage and other 
hazards with annual scrutiny of porches in apartment buildings taller 
than three stories, McCaffrey said. 

That amounts to inspecting about 5,000 porches out of Chicago’s 
roughly 680,200 residential properties. Last year, another 3,400 porch 
inspections were triggered by new permits issued. 

All other checkups are triggered solely by complaints to the city’s 311 
line— a catch-as-catch-can system that relies on the vigilance of apart- 
ment tenants and homeowners who may not know what makes porches 
safe, critics say The number of 311 calls for porches has fallen in recent 
years— to 1,775 last year from 2,443 in 2006 — but the critics argue that 
doesn’t mean that there are fewer hazards. 

“If I lived in the city of Chicago and I had a wooden porch, regard- 
less of age ... on a yearly basis I’d call up the city and say, ‘Come out and 
inspect my porch,’ ” said attorney Patrick Murphy, who has been suing 
building owners and the city on behalf of porch-collapse victims in

City inspectors came out a few days after the 
accident, but a new porch wasn’t installed until 
last month, she said. 

In the case of the porch in University Village, 
the damage has not been fixed pending the legal 
proceedings, said Murphy, the attorney 

He declined to make either of the two vic- 
tims available for comment, citing their linger- 
ing trauma from the accident. 

But Kapil Mokhat, Mansuria’s brother- 
in-law, said he suspected there was some- 
thing wrong with the structure each time he 
visited the apartment and climbed the “shaky” 
stairs. 

“I told them: ‘You should report it,’ ” Mokhat 
recalled. “I guess they never did.” 

Robert Valente, who bought the two-story 
building in 2006, said he was unaware there 
were any problems with the porch. 

“It wasn’t unsound,” Valente said. “I’ve been 
on it. Had I known {the porch was unsafe], this 
would never be an issue.” 


we want to get into that business {of over-polic- 
ing owners}. As it is, the inspectors have a lot 
of work.” 

A scan of the nearly 2,500 complaints phoned 
in since January 2008 presents a cacophony of 
worried tenants and neighbors warning the city 
about potential injuries. 

In several cases, the phoned-in warnings 
came too late. 

Tonya Laramore watched in horror last 
August as her granddaughter Jermarih Cook, 
then 2, lay crying on the floor beneath the porch 
landing behind her West Town apartment. The 
child’s mouth was full of blood after a rotted 
step collapsed under her weight and she fell 
6 feet, Laramore said. 

“Her tooth went up through the top of her lip 
and left a big hole,” Laramore recalled. Before 
the accident, “We had called {the building 
property manager] to complain that the steps 
were loose and that some were missing and they 
never did anything.” 


Chicago for 35 years. 

“It’s continually a problem that owners of 
the building and property managers are not 
properly maintaining their porches and, there- 
fore, the tenants— who are the users— are at 
risk,” said Murphy who represents Landeros and 
Mansuria in a lawsuit against the building owner 
at 1005 S. Racine Ave. in University Village. 

Murphy also represents nine families affected 
by the Lincoln Park collapse in wrongful-death 
and personal-injury lawsuits against building 
owner L.G. Properties. The cases are collec- 
tively inching toward a settlement. 

That tragedy led to the adoption of one of 
the nation’s strictest building codes for newly 
constructed porches and prompted inspectors 
and city attorneys to step up scrutiny of build- 
ing owners who ignored porch haz- 
ards for years. 


The effort to fix many of the 500 dangerous 
porches was delayed by a backlog in inspec- 
tions, landlord resistance and a bogged-down 
Cook County Housing Court system. 

With most of those problems now fixed, 
McCaffrey said the once high-priority list of 
porch addresses “hadn’t been maintained or 
updated for several years. It took us a while to 
find it.” 

Noting the city’s stretched manpower, 
McCaffrey defended the current inspection 
regimen, saying it’s up to building owners and 
tenants to be vigilant. 

“If you call me today with a porch complaint, 
it’s on the inspectors’ list tomorrow,” though it 
can take several weeks for an actual inspection 
to occur, he said. 

“We just don’t have the resources to annually 
inspect every porch in the city Nor do I think

Building department officiais advise porch users to check for the foiiowing: 


» Loose, rusting or missing 
hardware or bolts. 

» Evidence of water damage. 


» Excessive movement of the 
structure when walked on. 

» Split or rotting wood. 


» Wobbly handrails or 
guardrails. 

» Loose anchors where the 
porch attaches to the building.

DESPITE DEADLINE EXTENSION, UNIONS 
CAN’T REACH AGREEMENT WITH CITY

Mayor Daley’s administration Wednesday 
laid off more than 400 city workers after 
two unions did not agree to cost-cutting 
measures before a 5 p.m. deadline. 

“Unfortunately it’s clear there won’t be 
an agreement,” said mayoral spokeswoman 
Jacquelyn Heard. “Today is their last day on 
the city payroll.” 

Andrea Gibson, a deputy budget director, 
told reporters that because AFSCME had 
reached out to the city, it would be “irre- 
sponsible” for the city not to extend the 
deadline until the end of the day 

“We did say midnight yesterday, but they 
reached out to us this morning and it would 
be irresponsible for us to disregard that, in 
light of the jobs and the families that would 
be affected,” said Gibson, who appeared at 
City Hall with the mayor.

On Tuesday Daley held a news conference 
with more than 20 union leaders where he 
announced the late Tuesday deadline for the 
two holdout unions and praised the 25 labor 
groups that agreed to givebacks, which include 
a combination of unpaid holidays, furlough 
days, comp time instead of overtime and a 
38-hour work week for some employees. 

Daley originally threatened to cut 1,504 
workers. The administration has said the 
city faces a more than $300 million bud- 
get shortfall and hopes to save $24 million 
through layoffs and concessions. 

In response to questions about service 
cuts, Gibson said those being laid off were a 
small number compared with the total num- 
ber of employees employed by the city from 
each union. 

“We’re going to cover the work they do,” 
she said. “We have specific plans in place 
with each department to make sure we don’t 
have much of a service impact at all.”

CTA officials said they were able to come up 
with $35.2 million in cost controls and other sav- 
ings to stave off threatened service reductions. 

But CTA president Richard Rodriguez said 
both service cuts and fare hikes could surface next 
year if ridership declines or public funding levels 
decrease. 

‘As of right now, we are able to fix this dilemma,” 
Rodriguez said. 

Last month, Rodriguez warned that severe ser- 
vice cuts were unavoidable due to large decreases 
in public subsidies. 

The latest belt-tightening follows $155 million 
in cuts and other actions the CTA implemented in 
May to account for a steep dropoff in public fund- 
ing due to the recession. 

The CTA raised fares this year, generating about 
$39 million in increased revenue, officials said. 

The transit agency also eliminated 396 positions, 
reduced overtime pay and imposed a hiring freeze 
on jobs unrelated to safety tribune

Fatal beatings are on the rise this month. 

Three men and one woman died from wounds 
sustained after they were assaulted this 
past week, according to RedEye’s analysis of 
preliminary police data. 

The beatings occurred in the Near West Side, 
South Lawndale, West Garfield Park and West 
Town. The victims ranged in age from 17 to 82. 

There have been five fatal beatings so far in 
July, Red Eye has found. There were a total of five 
deadly assaults in the six months prior. 

Thirty-six of the 511 homicide victims last year 
were beaten to death, according to a Chicago 
Police Department report. Assault was the third 
most common cause of death behind fatal 
shootings (412) and stabbings (45).

Sotomayor deflects abortion topic 


B WASHINGTON Supreme Court nominee 
Sonia Sotomayor sidestepped volleys 
of pointed questions on abortion and gun 
rights from senators Wednesday keeping her 
demeanor cool and her opinions mostly pri- 
vate as she neared the end of a marathon grill- 
ing on the road to all but sure confirmation. 

After some lo hours of questioning by 
Judiciary Committee senators over two days, 
Sotomayor had yet to make a slip— certainly 
not the gaffe that even Republicans concede 
would be necessary to derail her nomination 
to be the first Hispanic and third woman to 
serve on the high court. 



The appeals court judge, 55, avoided weigh- 
ing in on any major issue that could come 


before her as a justice, instead using legal doc- 
trine, carefully worded deflections and even 
humor to ward off efforts to pin her down. 

The hearings are expected to conclude 
Thursday with testimony from outside wit- 
nesses, and a vote by the full Senate to con- 
firm Sotomayor is expected in early August. 

On Wednesday, Sotomayor declined 
repeatedly to respond to questions designed 
to elicit her personal and legal views about 
a woman’s right to end a pregnancy, saying 
she couldn’t address it in the abstract and 
wouldn’t do so in any specific way since the 
issue is likely to come before the court.

Their eats: There’s nothing about the 
workaday storefront that houses Istanbul 
Restaurant, a three-week-old Turkish spot at 
the edge of Boystown, that beckons from the 
street. The plain din- 
ing rooms, classed 
up a bit with white 
linens and carefully 
fanned napkins on 
every table, aren’t 
much to speak of 
either. The warmth 
here comes from 
the servers, who are gentle and unfailingly 
patient— even when it’s clear they’re answer- 
ing a question for the nineteenth time that 
day {Ayran, should you, too, be curious when 
you come across it on the beverage menu, is 
a thirst-quenching and slightly sour blend of 
yogurt, water and salt.) 

Much of the menu focuses on familiar 
regional favorites such as lamb moussaka 
($13.95) entree-sized portions of hummus 

($12.95) topped with red peppers and a choice 
of meat (beef, lamb or chicken). There’s also a 


Turkey 

lengthy lineup of kebabs, homkofte (lamb and 
beef with garlic and spices) to shish (marinated 
charbroiled meat with grilled tomatoes, pep- 
per and onions), all generously portioned. 

But the real highlights here come straight 
out of the oven. All breads are baked in-house, 
from the soft, warm ekmek that arrives at the 
start of the meal with olive oil, spices and a 
slice of fresh lemon, to pide, the doughy basis 
for various hearty entrees. 

Lighter appetites can be satisfied with 
lahmacun ($3.95), sometimes called “Turkish 
pizza,” a super-thin, crisp flatbread that 
Istanbul Restaurant tops with finely ground 
lamb, onion, tomato, parsley and other herbs 
and spices. But if you’re really hungry, go for 
xhsiXipide—omkiymalipide ($10.95), stuffed 
with gooey Turkish mozzarella cheese, ground 
lamb and onions, was enough for dinner and 
lunch the next day 

Your drinks: Just around the block, you’ll 
find the Gourmet Grape (3530 N. Halsted St. 
773-388-0942), a cute little neighborhood shop 
specializing in boutique wines and harder-to- 
find labels. Though it’s the sort of place you 
could drop upward of $100 on a special bottle. 


there’s plenty for the impromptu BYOB 
crowd too. Bottles start as low as $10. 

Co-owner Jeff Durbin recommends Rook 
($14.99), ^ cabernet-syrah-merlot blend 
from Corvidae Wine Co., a value-focused 
label from Washington state winery Owen 
Roe. The cabernet backbone means it’s bold 
enough to handle the richness of lamb or all of 
that bubbling cheese in the kiymali pide, says 
Durbin, but there’s also some nice spice from 
the syrah, all softened on the back end by the 
merlot. 


If you don’t mind spending a bit more, try 
the Kumeu River chardonnay ($19.50), a well- 
balanced New Zealand bottle (there’s enough 
oak to hold up to meats and richer entrees, says 
Durbin, but not so much that it’s like you’re 
“eating a piece of wood”) with a creamy finish 
that helps it pair well with a variety of foods.
